B arclay . 
Last M onday when M y ers was in 
N ew Y ork 011 b usiness B arclay ra n oil’ w ith 
Mrs. M y ers and her d aughter. 
The three 
cam e to N ew b urg, rented 
a 
hou e 
in 
Ann 
street, 
and 
w ent 
to 
housekeep­ 
ing. 
F rid a y 
m orning 
Mr. 
M y ers 
returned to the village of M ontgom ery aud 
found his house desorted. 
Ho learned tha t 
his wife and d a ughte r had llod to this city 
w ith tho b oarder B arclay . 
Mr. 
Moy ers 
started in pursuit and a rrived in N ew b urg 
S aturday m orning. 
Ho found tho house in 
which his wife had found refuge and rapped 
a t the door ab out noon an d was adm itted. 
B arclay , M rs Moy ers, and 
tho little girl 
wore all there. 
Moy ers rem ained all the afternoon in the 
house. 
W ha t passed b etw een them is not 
known. 
A b out 5:30 p. m. the four to >k sup­ 
per together. 
A fter supper Mr. M ey ers sa t 
b y a window. 
The little girl stood near it 
looking out. 
She called to her m other, w ho 
was Clearing off tho tab le, to come and look 
a t 
a goat on a law n. 
Tho fa the r was 
paring his nails w ith a pocket-knife. 
As 
she b ant down her head to look out her 
husb and 
clutched 
her 
b y 
the 
neck 
and drew his knifo across her thro a t 
lie 
saw ed the weapon b ack aud 
forth, com ­ 
pletely severing tho 
esophagus and 
tin 
lary nx. 
Tho w om an's throa t was cut from 
e a r to ear. 
W ith her head half severed she 
b roke aw ay and staggered into her room , 
her path m arked hy a lin e of b lood. 
H**r 
husb and followed her. 
B arclay , who was 
on the other sido of tho room , ran across 
M ey ers’ path. 
M ey ers turn ed upon him 
and sla« Ued ins face w ith tho knifo, cutting 
him several tim es and inflicting gashes tha t 
w ill scar him for life. 
Mrs. M ey ers, alm ost dead, and B arclay , 
his face stream in g w ith b lood and unrecog­ 
nizab le, ran dow n-stairs together. 
The hus­ 
b and did not pursue them . 
B arclay , fright­ 
fully m utilated, ra n through the streets un­ 
til he found tw o officers. The three return ed 
■with all speed to the house. 
T hey w ent u|» - 
stairs and found M ey ers ly ing 
011 the floor 
w eltering in his ow n b lood. 
His throa t was

W hen kindly treated, when pat­ 
ted o n the sho ulder,,w hen gently spo ken to , 
but m o re especially when treated to a so ng, 
the dro m edary will exhibit stro ng signs o f 
pleasure in his pro m inent eye, will tu rn 
ro und his lo ng snake-like neck, lo o k a t yo u 
steadfastly, as if to express his thanks. 


[Bro o klyn Eagle.] 
To carry men and m erchandise acro ss the 
arid waste an anim al was needed a t o nce 
speedy^ untiring, sure fo o ted and capable o f 
subsisting where vegetatio n was scanty and 
w ater scarce; all these qualificatio ns are 
co mbined in the cameL 
The pads o f its 
spreading feet, divided into two to es w ith­ 
o ut being externally separated, prevent its 
sinking in the sand, o ver which it mo ves so 
no iselessly th at it lias been po etically and 
appro priately term ed “the ship o f the de se rt” 
The callo sities o n th e flexures o f the limbs 
and chest, upo n which the anim al rests o r 
kneels to receive its lo ad, prevent the skin 
fro m cracking fro m co ntact w ith the ho t 
sand. 
The no strils, clo sing a t will, exclude 
the burning grains when the simo o n sweeps 
acro ss the desert, while the peculiar co n 
tractio n o f the sto m ach enables the camel to 
go witho ut w ater fo r several days. 
He is as 
esily satisfied in the w ay o f eating, delight 
ing in the to ugh plants he passes o n his 
m arch, which his stro ng, nipper like teeth 
enable him to m asticate w ith co m fo rt. 
Ho w m any days the camel can go witho ut 
drinking has never perhaps been exactly 
ascertained; in fact the po wer o f endurance 
varies greatly in different individuals, but 
it has been stated o n very go o d autho rity 
th a t the dro m edary can subsist nine days 
w itho ut water, tho ugh expo sed the whqle 
tim e to a heat resem bling th a t o f a furnace. 
It is certain th at when the camel do es drink 
be alw ays appears to be laying in a sto ck 
fo r a week o r so and has even been kno wn to 
swallo w seven gallo ns and a half a t o ne 
time. 
This allo ws three quarts a day fo r 
ten days, which, tho ugh no t sufficient pro p­ 
erly to quench the th irst o f so large an an i­ 
mal, m ay yet be eno ugh to keep him alive. 
C o m parative anato m y, which has indulged 
in a legio n o f experim ents o n tho structure 
o f m uch inferio r anim als, has no t extended 
a pro per degree o f attentio n to the camel. 
It has, no do ubt, been ascertained th at 
this extrao rdinary creature po ssesses o ne 
sto m ach mo re than o ther m am m alia, but 
curio sity has no t been 
sufficiently busy 
w ith th a t immense bladder, streaked with 
sanguine veins, which the anim al so metimes 
blo ws o ut o f its m o uth in spring. 
In strings 
o f thirty o r fo rty I havs no ticed, during the 
gteatest bo at o f the day, a m ajo rity a ra u - 
io g them selv03 after this fashio n. 
On such 
o ccasio ns they will raise their heads, lo o k 
aro und wildly and then, w ith a strange, o f­ 
ten-ive no ise, draw up the bag fro m their 
thro ats an 1 blo w it o ut inflated to its fullest 
extent, as if ha co o l it by the to uch o f the 
external air. 
In a few m inutes they wo uld 
=uffer it to co llapse and suck it back with a 
ruckling no ise into their thro at-!. 
Is no t this 
bag intended to co ntain, in additio n to the 
fifth sto mach, a supply o f fresh sto m ach i 
And is it no t in this th a t travelers when 
co mpelled to kill their dro m edaries to pre­ 
serve their o wn lives in the Sahara, find the 
pure transparent fluid spo ken o f o n such 
o ccasio ns?

A Frenchm an has invented a new kind o f 
h arp m ade entirely o f wo o d. 
Instead o f 
strings, strips o f A m erican fir are used. 
These are m anipulated by tho fingers, as in 
o rdinary harps, 
the 
perfo rm er wearing 
leather glo ves co vered w ith resin. 
The to ne 
is said to be o f a rem arkable purity. 
He pro bably go t his idea fro m th a t celo 
brated A m erican m usical instrum ent co n 
stro cted who lly o f wo o d, which was so po p­ 
u lar in an early day, and is still in vo gue to 
a certain extent in the back settlem ents, to 
wit, the “ho ss-fiddle.” 
So me o f o ur yo unger 
readers m ay never have seen o ne o r heard, 
its dulcet to nes, and will be pleased to learn 
ho w to co nst ru ct o ne o f their o wn. 
Pro cure a dry go o ds bo x o r o ther large 
bo x—the larger th e better—and rem o ve the 
co ver. 
W ith a little finesse this need co st 
no thing. 
If the village m erchant is a t all 
liberal, and yo n tell him yo u are desiro us o f 
beco ming a seco nd P aganinni—winking at 
the same time, which he will understand to 
m ean th a t the fiddle is especially intended 
to assist the slum bers o f a newly-wedded 
pair—he will tell yo u to help yo urself fro m 
the pile in the re ar o f the sto re. 
If, ho w­ 
ever, he is o ppo sed to all such harmless 
recreatio n, and has no so ul fo r music, and 
the pile o f em pty bo xes is very large aw l 
they are beco ming w eather-w o rn, yo u will 
pro bably wheel o ne aw ay th a t evening, if it 
is dark eno ugh and the w heelbarro w do n’t 
squeak. 
This, o f co urse, is no t 
reco m ­ 
mended, ho wever. 
By a little exertio n yo u 
can get eno ugh fello ws to chip in so th a t the 
expense will be a m ere trifle.

D raw ing the bo w acro ss the edges o f the 
bo x, with a greater o r less degree o f press­ 
ure, will evo ke strains which, when acco m ­ 
panied by the tintinnabulatio n o f co w-bells, 
tin pans, ho rns, etc., w ith an o ccasio nal dy­ 
nam ic interlude o f gun-firing, will cause the 
startled ear o f night to quiver w ith melo dy.

kno w where he fo und it) 
It is advisable a t these o pen a ir co ncerts 
to depend m ainly o n instrum ental music, as 
it is hard to distinguish tho hum an vo ice.
